The impact of state budget cuts mandated in November by 


Governor William G. Milliken has reached Crawiord Coiuiity. 

Citing state Natural Resources and Mental Health Depart- 
ments as primary targets, the governor in November ordered state 
budget cuts amounting to over 62 million dollars for the fiscal year 
ending September 30th. 

The announcement sent shock waves across the state and last 
week spread to northern Michigan when it was learned that 116 
Department of Natural Resources jobs would be eliminated in 
Region 2 which includes Crawford and 32 other counties in northern 
lower Michigan. 

Through attrition and manpower cutbacks proclaimed by DNR 
administrators last week, 25 of those positions are being eliminated 
at DNR installations in Crawford County. 

“Twelve million dollars has been cut from the general fund,” 
explained Asst. Regional Manager John McGregor when reached 
by phone last week at his Roscommon office, ‘‘we have to recognize 
T guess that the money inet ion’. there.” 


Hardest hit here are the DNR work projects at Camp Shawono 


and Camp Hartwick Pines, where together 12 jobs have been — 


abolished. Both camps have been providing rehabilitation work for 
inmates at Camp Lehman and 15-17 year old clients at Shawono. 
Additionally, eleven jobs, actually 1142, are being banished at the 
DNR Field Office (old fish hatchery) in Grayling, although the

resulting layoff will be less because existing job vacancies will 
simply not be filled. The jobs instead will be eliminated. 

Last week’s announcement may well be just the tip of the ice- 
berg, since DNR staffers say further reductions are anticipated. 
According to a spokesperson at the DNR Field Office in Grayling, 
rma budget cuts are expected later this month and again in 

pril. 

McGregor, who himself faces a move to Lansing because of the 
elimination of his job, said last week’s notice will throw some 260 
DNR employees out of work around the state. 

Other affected DNR work sites in Crawford are Hartwick 
Pines, where one job is being abolished and North Higgins Lake 
State Park, where another was eliminated. Those cuts raise the 
county-wide toll to 25. 

The elimination of the DNR camp programs creates a real 
dilemma for Lehman and Shawono. When contacted, Camp 

_ Shawono Supervisor Bruce Haines said the facility had planned to 
utilize its own staff to replace laid-off NNR sunervisors until it was 
learned that the Department of Social Services may be able to 
come up with enough money to retain two of the foremen involved. 
‘That’s not been completely firmed up, though,” he cautioned. 

Camp Shawono youth have worked at numerous public service 
sites around the area, notably state parks. McGregor said the 
parks would have to figure out a way to get the work done them- 

‘ selves. . 
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DNR Bans 25 Jobs In Crawford County 


Five DNR employees there, including a camp superintendent 
and four supervisors whose ichs are being eliminated; have been 
pink slipped at the department’s work site. 

Seven positions were eliminated at Camp Hartwick Pines, 
where DNR supervisors have directed the work of Camp Lehman 
inmates, often as high as 50-60. The work site, located across from 
Hartwick Pines, where picnic tables for state parks around the 
state have been built and refinished, will close January 16th. The 
eliminated jobs include a superintendent and six camp supervisors. 

Camp Lehman Director Duane Corey said he was disappointed 
in the DNR’s decision to cut back work camps. ‘‘What it amounts 
to,” he said, ‘“‘is 3040 inmates sitting around here with nothing to 
do.” He indicated that if the population at the camp, now 102, is 
reduced, the situatior. would be less painful. ‘‘We are under court 
order to reduce to 68 inmates,” he said. 

Meanwhile, when Camp Hartwick Pines closes its doors this 
Friday, no work is available for 30-40 inmates, although many at 
the camp are omploycd cisewneic, 

Eleven jobs are being eliminated at Grayling’s Field Office, 
reducing the number io 26 permanent positions, a 30% curtailment. 
They include a geologist and asst. area supervisor, vacancies 
which will not be filled and thus eliminated by attrition. 

Two equipment operator jobs, a forest technician position and 
engineering aide, and five other vacant jobs will be abolished at the

stands at 230, including asso- 
ciate, or support members. 
Potential membership, accor- 
ding to Swift, runs in the neigh- 
borhood of 400. 

A special task force is also 
being deployed to discuss delin- 
quent 1980 accounts, which 
chamber officials believe were 
created by last year’s down- 
turn in the local economy. 
Special pay arrangements can 
be set up to assist members 
where needed, said Swift, who 
said the chamber realizes that 
certain ‘adverse economic fac- 
tors in 1980 made money awful 
tight.” 

No change has been made this 
year in the membership 
schedule, but the board is 
eyeing a more equitable 
arrangement for next year. 
Although local units of govern- 
ment join in assisting with some 
of the chamber’s funding, the 
vast majority of the operating 
revenue is derived from the 
memberships, making the suc- 
cess of this year’s drive most 
important.

its own story 


RICHARD MILLIMAN 


(Editor's Note: While Richard L. Milliman, the 
Almanack’s author, enjoys a few days in the South, 
we reprint here a column which first appeared in 


‘Congress 8 
an establishment of religion or 
prohibiting the free exercise thereof; or 
abridging the freedom of speech, or of the 
press; or the right of the people peaceably 
to assemble, and to petition the govern- 
ment for a redress of grievances.” 

THOSE ARE the words of the First 
Amendment to the United States Con- 
stitution. All newspaper people live with 
those. words and those principles every 
day. 


During the past year, the First Amend- . 


ment has been closer than ever to me; 
during the past 12 months, I have served 
as the president of the Michigan Piess 
Association, composed of more than 300 
weekly and daily newspapers across 
Michigan. - 

Upon leaving office at the annual MPA 
convention in late January, I could not 
resist the opportunity to discuss some of 
my ideas about press freedom with other 
MPA members. I quote here my own 
“farewell address” as MPA president: 

» ® & 


“WE FACE A continuing fight for 
press freedom. The First Amendment is 
in danger; and that means the people of 
this country are in danger. 

“The First Amendment after all is not 
constructed to provide special con- 
siderations for the press; the First Amen- 
dment is constructed to provide special 
protections for the people, and the press 
of this nation is privileged to be an in- 
strument of that public protection. This 
is the proper role of the press, which 
somehow the courts of this nation seem to 
be constricting. . a 

‘Whenever a judge slams the door on 
his court...whenever a public body goes: 
into secret session,..whenever a public of- 
ficial or body seeks to control or restrain 
the free flow of information by seizing 


reporter notes, or searching a newsroom, 
or in any other way...it is not the press 
which suffers, it is the people who are in 
danger ‘of losing even further rights and 
freedoms, 

“Unfortunately, too many of the people 
of this nation don’t really care...too many 
people believe their protection lies with 
government, and not with a free and un- 
chainéd press. We—the press—are failing 
at the very duty to which we are commit- 
ted—the duty of providing information. 
We are not getting our First Amendment 
story across to the people.”

ANOTHER CAUSE of concern to 
newspaper people—and especially to of- 
ficers of the Michigan Press 
Association—is the tendency in the Mich- 
igan Legislature toward fostering the op- 
portunity for secrecy in local government. 
This is a national trend, which drew the 
following comments from the outgoing 
MPA president: 

“MORE AND MORE and more is 
going on in the Legislature that affects 
newspapers. Keep in mind, of course, that 
any law that affects business affects 
newspapers, In addition, we have our own 
special areas of concern. 

“One current alarm is the growing at- 
tempt to reduce or eliminate public notice 
advertising for many local government 
activities, and to reduce or remove 
requirements to publish the proceedings 
of public bodies. All of these attempts 
march under the hallowed banner of 
economy in  government..they are 
promoted as ways to save taxpayers 
money, by reducing expenditures for ad- 
vertising. 

“Saving taxpayers money is a difficult 
theme to combat; but, in this case, we in 
the press must try, Secrecy in govern- 
ment is no bargain: it is too high a price to

One Hundred and Twenty 
Seven of you came to the Legion 
Hal] last Wednesday and gave 
that most precious of all gifts-a 
pint of your blood to help save 
some fellow person’s life! 

Sometimes I suspect you 
think that a lot of the statemen- 
ts about blood that you read are 
just “promotional” gimmicks 
to keep you coming and giving. 

Well, let me tell you about last 
Wednesday. 

Late Tuesday afternoon we 
received a telephone call from 
the Manager of the Petoskey 
Regional Blood Sub-Station. A 
totally abnormal demand for 
blood platelets-a derivative 
made from whole blood and 
used primarily in surgical 
patients having bleeding prob- 
lems-at the Hospitals in Petos- 
key had exhausted the Sub-Sta- 
tion’s supply. The soonest blved 
bank was the next day, ours, at 
the Legion Hall. The need for 
the platelets was so great that 
Petoskey would send a Volun- 
teer driver to be at the Legion 
Hall at 2 p.m. to bring back 
every pint of blood we had 
collected by that time so it could 
be immediately processed at 
Petoskey to platelets which 
could be delivered to the Hos- 
pitals by 6 p.m. for use with 
patients yet that night. 

Our Chairman of Blood Ser- 
vices had about a hundred more 
Donors to call Tuesday night, so 
to each one she reached she 
asked that if it all possible to 
come early to the Blood Bank to 
make the total as high as 
possible by 2 p.m. 

We had promised — the 
Petoskey Sub-Station Manager 
he could count on at least 25 pin- 
ts by 2 p.m. But you responded 
to the plea. There were 47 pints 
ready when the Driver arrived 
at 2 p.m.! You see, that is why 
we think you are so great! All 
the Blood Bank Volunteers 
thank you, very, very much! 
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You’ve reached middle-age 
when it’s a doctor and not

State Workers Unsuccessful 
In Attempt to Halt Layoffs 


By Warren M. Hoyt 


State workers have lost the 
first round to stop the proposed 
six onedlay layoffs as an 
Ingham County Circuit Court 
Judge denied a request to halt 
the layoffs. 

The first scheduled layoff was 
completed on January 2 after 
the Michigan State Employees 
Association and the society of 
State Highway Engineers were 
unsuccessful in an attempt to 
stop the layoff of some 51,000 
state workers. 

Matt Cavanagh, lawyer for 
MSEA, said no appeal would be 
filed as there was not enough 
time to file an action in the state 
Court of Appeals before it 
closed for the holidays. 

The organization would con- 
tinue to fight the other five lay- 
offs arguing the plan is uncon- 
stitutional, he said. 

Circuit Court Judge Jack 
Warren, sitting as a Court of 
Claims judge, said there isn’t 
enough money to go around and 
there isn’t enough money to pay 
all state employees. 

By allowing the one-day lay- 
offs, permanent or long-term 
layoffs of state workers may be 
prevented, he said. 

The layoffs affected 50,000 
workers—about 34,000 non- 
union workers and employees 
whose contract was negotiated 
by MSEA. 

Workers performing essential 
Services, such as state police 
troopers, were not affected. 

State officials estimate they 
can save up to $4 million for 
each one day layoff. 

Warren rejected arguments 
made by Cavanagh saying the 
layoffs violated the state con- 
stitution because they would not 
uniformly affect all employees, 
that procedures for reducing 
pay were not followed, and that 
the Civil Service Com- 
mission—which amended _ its 
rules to protect workers fringe 
benefits during the layoffs—vio- 
lated its own rules, 

“We don’t take exception that 
the layoffs might be necessary, 
We do take exception that they 
can abandon their rules so that 
100 percent of the economic 
burden will be borne by 50 per- 
cent of the workers,’ said

High interest rates hurt banks 
as much as they hurt bank cus- 
tomers, according to Franklin 
H. Moore, Jr., president of the 
Michigan bankers association. 

The problem is made more 
difficult, Moore says, because 
there is nothing that banks can 
do to deal with the basic causes 
of high interest rates. 

“The problem that banks 
face,” he says, ‘is that most 
bank loans and investments are 
made for relatively long periods 
at fixed interest rates. When in- 
terest rates rise sharply, the 
cost of many types of deposits 
and borrowed funds rises too, 
and the gross profit on many 
loans and investments disap- 
pears, or sometimes, becomes a 
Inss, This problem is particular- 
ly acute in Michigan banks 
which traditionally have been 
heavily involved in real estate 
mortgage lending.”

have relatively few corporate 
and business _—shorrowers. 
Besides mortgage loans, most 
bank lending is to consumers, 
where interest rates are strictly 


limited by usury laws, and to: | 


farmers and small businessmen 
who often simply stop 
borrowing when interest rates 
are high,’ he says. 

Even though bankers find it 

difficult to earn market rates on 
their loans, they must pay 
market rates on their deposits 
or risk losing them. “‘Money is a 
commodity,”’ Moore says, ‘‘that 
flows wherever the best price is 
paid. Very few of our depositors 
are willing to accept less than 
the maximum rate allowed by 
law—narticularly on Money 
Market Certificates.” 
' He explains that there is a 
strong demand for funds in the 
money markets because the 
U.S. Treasury is borrowing 
large amounts to finance the 
Federal deficit and major cor- 
porations are borrowing 
heavily from banks on a short- 
tern basis to avoid locking 
themselves into high interest 
rates on longer-term loans and 
commercial paper. 

At the same time, the Federal 
Reserve System is holding 
down the growth in the money 
supply in order to keep a rein on 
inflation. ‘“We've got a situation 
where demand is strong but 
supply is limited—and perhaps 
even beginning to shrink. In a 
free market, that means just 
one thing—rapidly rising in- 
terest rates,” according to 
Moore. 

The normal, upward pressure 
on interest rates is made worse 
because inflation is on the min- 
ds of both borrowers and len- 
ders. Borrowers are more 
willing to borrow because they 
expect inflation to continue at a 
high rate and they anticipate 
repaying loans with “Cheaper” 
dollars. Lenders want to protect 
themselves from inflation so 
they demand a high rate of in- 
terest so that the loss of value of 
the funds lent will be offset by 
the higher return. 

“In the short term,” he con- 
tinues, “‘high rates will tem- 
porarily dampen demand and 
rates will fail to some degree 

for a time, But the Treasury 
must continue to borrow to 
cover the deficit and as soon as 
lower rates begin fo spur 
demand again, interest rates 
will go back up unless the 
Federal Reserve lets the money 
supply grow. And if the Fed 
does that, we'll have another 
bad dose of inflation.”

A DNR spokesperson said most of the service reductions will i in, 
all likelihood be forestry-related. She estimated that eventually) 
80% of the forestry inquiries normally handled here will be referred 


to Roscommon. 


The elimination of the 25 jobs does not result in 25 layoffs, 
however, since a number of affected employees have transfer 
priveleges. Civil Service employment rules allow employees with 
qualifications and length of service to bump into positions at other 
DNR locations. This complicated process ends up in “chain reac- 
tion bumping” and one transfer can trigger several other moves in 
locations around the state. Several affected empioyees here can 
exercise transfer rights, however that usually involves a demotion 
and of course the costs of relocation. The alternative is layoff, with 
reemployment priveleges for up to three years. . 

Because a number of the jobs abolished here are unfilled, and 
because some of the employees qualify for retirement, the impact 
of the employment loss is lessened. 

Over 20 other temporary rotating survey jobs are in jeopardy 
because of the budget moves as well, the DNR spokesperson here 
said, and will in all probability also be eliminated. 

McGregor said of the 3200 DNR positions around the state, 460 
will be abolished eventually, over 14%. The general fund budget 
reduction will amount to 29%, he said. 

Faced with almost certain future cuts, DNR employees here 


are understandly apprehensive. As one Grayling conservation of, 
ficer recently transferred here from Jackson put it: “I’m not plan- 


io) 


ning to move up here until this whole thing is over with.”

senior, you can get valuable in- 
formation to help you plan 
ahead for financing higher 
education when the time comes. 
Mr. DeNay said that the work- 
shop will include information on 
what college really costs, why 
those costs shouldn’t scare you 
away from colleges your child 
wants to attend, and how to 
estimate the amount of finan- 
cial aid you might be eligible for 
at different types of schools. 

“St isn’t fair to your child,”’ 
Mr, DeNay said, ‘‘to choose a 
college based on costs alone 
when so much aid is available to 
help you pay for colleges and 
schools you couldn’t afford on 
your own. 

“With financial aid, you can 
afford to choose a college for its 
educational program, rather 
than its cost,” he said.
